One lady writes in and objects strenu-: 

ously over the fact that society women are 
running around in their automobiles to 
tell the women of poor families just how 
they ought to live, and not to waste food, 
and what to cook, and how to cook it, and 
what not to cook, and all that sort of thing, 
and says it would be better for the cause 
of conservation if they would stay at home 
and mind their own business, instead of 
burning so much expensive gasoline. She 
says all these society ladies know about 
such things is what they read in the papers 
and Hoover magazines, and that the ser- 
vants they keep at their.own homes throw 
more good food into the garbage cans than 
some poor families have, and their main 
objection is to seek notoriety and get their 
names in the society columns. She says 
the poor would be better off if these med- 
dlers would stay away, as they only em- 
bitter them by their intrusions into the 
homes and private affairs of the lower cast 
socially. The lady then goes on to remark 
that while she tries to be patriotic, and 
all that, such stunts only serve to cool her 
arder. She also objects to the man hunt 
going on by the bankers and others who 
insist that the poor buy Liberty bonds, 
when they hardly have enough to keep 
soul and body together since food and 
other prices have soared so high; and goes 
on to say that if a wage-earner happens to 
have a trifling sum saved up in bank to 
save their homes, perhaps, from debt, he 
gets a notice from the home bank to call 
and invest in a liberty bond, and that if 
they do not respond at once a letter arrives 
from the reserve bank, calling him a slack- 
er. The writer says she wishes she could 
feel like this scribe does, about the Father- 
hood of God and the Brotherhood of man, 
but having to serimp to get along and 
often do without necessities, in the face 
of all these things, makes her feel bitter 
still, she likes to read my philosophy. 

A good bit of this complaint is valid, 
which is why I mention it. I know just 
how you feel, lady, and have felt just that 
way too, many times, but don’t take these 
worries too seriously, as ‘they are not 
worth of it. Most of those high society 
women vou speak of are entitled to vour 
pity and compassion. They do not know 
any better, and the chances are they are 
shallow-minded, and have poodle dogs 
with sore eyes, instead of children. If

The September crop report shows 
good yields of nearly everything 
though considerable fruit dropped 
‘before it was picked. While in 
some sections walnuts appear ‘g‘aorts 
yet many growers report a 109%! i 
cent crop. Almonds are‘only : 
one-fourth the average yield. 

George Whitman reports a good 
crop of Concord walnuts and small- 
er yield of Mayettes. He says that 
prunes were heavy and of good qual- 
ity though small. Bartlett pears 
yielded well, though some fruit is 
undersized, Frank Straight says 
corn is about two-thirds of & crop.—+
